Suvavevon Orrice, 

Great Salt Lake City, Oct. 26, 1859. 
Dean Sia:—In pursuance of instructions 
from the Department of the Iaterior, at Wash- 
ing'on, to examine certain public surveys of 
lands, heretofore made in Utab Territory, I have 
completed my arrangements and will plece a 
surveying purty in the field, for that purpose, 
this morniug at 10 o’clock. Having determined 
to examine first the survey of Joseph Trosko- 
Ikwaki, executed under contract No. 1, the 
party will commence operations at the point of 
intersection of the base and principal meridian 
lines, established at the 8. E corner of Temple 
Block, and run west on the base line until they 
strike the S. W. corner of the first township 
established by bim in that direction. Afterwards 
the examinations will be pursued in such direc- 
tion as may be deemed best calculated to accom- 
plish the great object in view. 

1 have delayed making this communication to 
you, as the chief magistrate of this city, until 
the present mement, for the reason that | have 
not heretofore been able to fix on any definite 
time of stariing. I now respectfully beg leave 
to say, that it will afford me great pleasure to 
meet you wilh the party, iu the field at any time 
or place frum the star ig point to-day, until 
the service is completed; and this invitation is 
respectfully extended through you, to the other 
city or corparative autborilies, as well as to the 
citizens generally. 

The instructions issued from the General Land 
Office, to my predecessor, in April, 1855, say:— 
“You ere not authorized to meke any survey of 
Great Salt Lake City, &c., but you are so to 
order the work that the tines of the regular sur- 
veye shall stop short of, and above interference 
with, the bounderies of such cities or towns, the 
special surveys of which are yel to be ordered by 
law.” 

As | have not been able to ascertain the pre- 
cise limits of the city, from any information yet 
placed before me, and as I desire to erect some 
appropriate (although temporary) mound or 
mark on the boundary line, for a future safe re 
ference, I will esteem ita favor if you will en- 
lightem me on this subject, so far ae to give me 
the limits of the city, as understood by the proper 
city authorities.

The business 
of a Jadge is not to make disputes and diffic..|- 
ties, but to prevent and settle them. The Mor- 
mons as a people have always sought! to live 
without litigation, and we believe and positively 
affirm that no one desirous of performing the 
duties of a good cilizen, has any occasion to 
break any law of the land, and that those only 
have any reason to dread the laws who wish to 
break them. 

We quote further. “Bat the final preparations

exposed to the hostilities of the Indians, and 
directing them upona Terri'ory which was in 
profound pence at the time, have not as yet been 
brought to the public notice. The question hes 
been asked from one end of the Union to the 
other since the ‘‘movement”’ began— what good 
do you expect to accomplieh?”’ but according to 
the Secretary’s Report those ‘‘beneficial conse- 

nences” have not es yet been made apparent. 

t is one of the weaknesses of our fallen Luman 
nature, that when the ‘ax-payer sees immense 
sums of money about to be expended by govern- 
ment, he feels anxious to know what will be 
done with it. He understands, of course, that a 
large portion of it is destined to fill the pockets 
of the officials who have the good fortune to 
handle it—thet is a fixe! fact; bul the question 
ie—how much? and what will be done with the 
balance. In order to set at rest the mind of the 
anxious juquirer, we will show forth some of the 
“beneficial consequences” that have resulted 
from the policy of the Administration, so far es 
we are able to comprehend them. 

The advantages are that of the e'g t or ten 
million dojlare expended in “crush ng the tree- 
son,”’ several millions found their way into the 
handa of some of the army con'raciors, for tran 
rportation, supplies, &c.; several million dollars 
have been expended im Utah, for forege, prov - 
sions, lumber, lubor, &c., thus making money 
and trade briek; thousands of wagons 

ve been imported, making vehicles and iron— 
those essential articles—plentiful in our midst, 
and # great many thousand cattle and mules, sold 
to our citizens, have placed a team within the 
reach of almost every one in the Territory. In 
addition to this, several new routes leading to 
Uiah have been surveyed and opened, thereby 
shortening the way end giving increased facilities 
for our numerous imm ‘gration to join their (riends 
in the mousteins. 

Surely these are great practical benefits, and 
justice to the Administration fequires that they 
should be generally known. 

In the following paragraph, same pege, the 
Secretary accuses us of destroying the provision 
trains, driving off cattle and horses, of proclaim- 
ing martial law without pretext or justice; of 
embodying and drilling the militia, and of seeking 
to cut off the whole command; and that every 
preparation ind cated a spirit of determined hos- 
tility, rebellion, treason and war against the 
United Sates. 

This ie surely a formidable list of offences, but 
are the proofs sufficient to justify the charge? 
The constitution of the United States declares, 
article 3, sec, 3, that “treason ageinet the United 
States shall consist only in levying war ageinst 
them, or in adhering to their enemies, giving 
thesn ald. and comfort."” We deny that Uteh ever 
declared war aginst the United States, or tha! 
the Mormons ever gavé aid and comfort to their 
etiemics. When the army of Uteb entered the 
mountains, advancing to Utch, who stopp d 
them?

SPAIN AND MOROCCO. | 


An outbreak had occurred between’ 
the Moors and the Spanish garrison of | 
Ceuta, on the African shore. Ceuta. 
is about seventeen miles from Gib-| 
raltar, on the other side of the Straits, 
and has belonged to Spain for more 
than 200 years. The collision origin- 
ated in a lonahons dispute, the Moors 
alleging that.the Spaniards, by erect- 
ing breastworks outside the works of 
Ceuta, had trespassed on the sacred 
The Moors attacked 
the Spaniards, Aug. 24. A few were 
killed and wounded. A Spanish ex- 
pedition was about to be dispatched 
against the Moors. Several Spanish 
journals advocated the appropriation 
of a tract of Moorish territory in the 
'vieinity of the Spanish fortresess, and 
one journal advocated the capture of 
the whole of Morocco. 

The Emperor of Morocco had de-| 
clared the tribes on the coast who in- 
sulted the Spanish flag, traitors, and 
promised to chastise them. 

The English mail steamer Indus was 
fired on twice from the Spanish fort at 
Tarifa, Aug. 26. The Watersprite 
was also shot at from the same place, 
Aug. 16. | 

The English government had re- 
quested explanations as to the object of 
the concentration of troops at Algesi- 
ras, near Gibraltar. 

The death of the Emperor of Moroc- 
co, of paralysis, was announced. He 
was 83 years of age, and he ascended 
the throne in 1822.
